Doctors working among the 
colourful blanket-wearing Ban- 
tu tribesmen have a much harder 
task than Western. practitioners 
to inspire confidence in their 
patients. For these tribes, as Dr. 
Nkama_ pointed out recently to 
the S6uth African Institute of 
Race Relations, are obsessed by 
weird and almost ineradicable 
superstitions, * 

For instance, a man with ac- 
‘ive T-B. believes that a bird 
has entered his chest. Whenever 
it flutters, he feels he must 
wriggle in discomfort. He is 
convinced that no relief can be 
feined & the bird flies away. 
Such ideas make modern ‘cura# 
tive methods very difficult to 
carry out. 

Victims of pellagra, quite 
openly attribute the disease to 
black magic. They believe that 
when they’re délirious it’s some 
dire punishment working inside 
them. Because of this primitive 
conviction, they refuse to eat 
the food that would cure them. 

A great deal of Bantu illness 
could be averted if the tribes 
would only reform their ancient 
feeding habits. 

Because of tribal custom, only 
women. dnd children are allow- 
ed to eat vegetables. Starved 
ot vital vitamins, the men are 
thus exposed to killing diseases. 
This dietary discrimination pro- 
bably explains why Bantu 
women are tough and extremely 
hard workers.

After questioning the ser- 


geant-major for ten minutes, the 
officers ordered him to be plac- 
ed under close arrest in the 
Pentagon. By this time, Couture 
was certain he would be shot, 
or at least imprisoned for life. 


The next day, Couture wat 
hustled under close guard to an 
office where He found the Vice- 
President and a number of mili- 
tary chiefs awaiting him. 

A devastating cross-examina- 
tion followed. Had he shown 
the file to anybody? Had he 
talked to anybody about it? Had 
he allowed the file to leave his 
posses for even as long as 
a minute? 


To all these questions shot left, 
right and centre at him Couture 
had only one reply: “No!” The 
file had even gone to beJ with 
him when he realized how se- 
cret it was. It was his secret 
alone, 

The top brass then ‘dismissed 
Couture and promised to “send 
for him soon.” 

The War Office in London 
advised Washington that .Cou- 
ture should be interned for 
safety, but Washington and 
Canada protested. 

“You can’t intern a perfectly 

ood Allied soldier because of 
he carelessness of someone on 
your side,” the Pentagon snap- 
ped. “In fact, you ought to de- 
corate the man for keeping 
quiet.” . 

London wilted under the cri- 
ticism, and Couture, still under 
guard in Washington, was freed 
and flown back to Quebec. 

Exactly one year later the 
War Office announced that the 
British Empire Medal had been 
awarded to Sergeant-Major 
Eugene Emile Couture. 

Today he is just plain Mon- 
sieur Couture, of Quebec, but he 
ranks in the annals of war as 
the only man in history to be 
decorated for keeping his mouto 
shut!

there were doctors, lawyers, 
Clergymen, industrialists, mer- 
chants, college professors, sales- 
mén, two policemen, and one 
funeral director. There was no 
record of any candlestick maker 
but there was one baker (Al 
Goshman of Brooklyn, N.Y., 
who billed himself as “the baker 
who's a faker”), 

For three days, they watched 
each other perform at formal 
and informal shows, attended 
lectures and workshop sessions, 
demonstrated new tricks, and 
shopped displays set up by the 
dealers in magic apparatus (in 
addition to thousands of joke 
and novelty shops, there are 


_@ighteen firms in the U.S. de- 


voted exclusively to the retail. 
ing of magicians’ paraphernalia). 

Star attraction was. Cardini, 
the suave, monocled deceiver ac- 
laimed by most enthusiasts as 
the finest sleight-of-hand per- 
former of this or any other era, 
A youthful 64, Cardini produced 
fans of cards, lighted cigarettes 
from the air with all the old 
skill that made him a vaudeville 
headliner and a supper-club 
star. To the neophyte, Cardini 
had this advice: “Magic is a 
great hobby, but stay out Uf 
show business.” ‘ 

At magic conventiohs, the pro- 
fessionals ;hobnob with ‘the ama- 
teurs to an extent unknown in 
ether pursuits. The reason: Most 
néw magic effects are created by 
amateurs or semiprofessionals, 
The professionals are too busy 
pects what they already 

ow to develop innovations of 
their own. John Mulholland, 
author, lecturer, 
gray dean among prestidigita- 
tors put it this way: “Magicians 
are naturally gregarious, be- 
eause magic as a hobby is basic- 
ally a social outlet, The good 
magician must like people.” He 
then ticked off a long line of 
prominent amateurs: TV star 
Jack Paar, ventriloquist Edgar 
asd en; and actors Orson 

elles, Harold Lloyd, and Ches- 
ter Morris; and from the liter- 
ary past, Lewis Carroll and

James C. Johnson, a Hartford 

yehiatrist, delved a bit deeper 

to the motivation of the trick- 
ater. An amateur magician him- 
self, he characterized the aver- 
age amateur as “a rather infan- 
tile personality.” Doing tricks, 
he said, represents “a personal 
acting-out of some rather primi- 
tive needs of the individual in 
the handling of symbolic mater-. 
fal.” For example, in pulling a 
rabbit from a hat, “the hat is a 
wonderfully abundant uterus 
that gives birth to the rabbit.” 
But at least magicians are basi- 
eally honest, he said. “If they 
weren't doing magic they prob- 
ably wotild be embezzlers or 
¢onfidence men.” 

On the credit side, even psy- 
echiatrist Johnson had some kind 
words for the magic hobbyist.

Double Murder At Cliff-Top 


The ‘serious-faced barrister 
settled his bobbed wig more 
firmly on his brow. And in the 
crowded courtroom at Bodmin 
Assizes on that bleak February 
morning everybody leaned for- 
ward to catch the first words 
spoken by Mr. Scott’ Henderson. 


It was almost’ childish, the 
eager expectation on many of 
their faces. Even the jury, com- 
prising ‘stout-hearted Cornish- 
men, found it hard to keep their 
faces impassive. 


For they were there to give 
a verdict on a crime which had 
shocked th@msWest Country. The 
handsome, Pell. built young man 
in the dock, Miles Giffard, was 
charged with the murder of his 
parents. Ironically he was ap- 
pearing in a court where his 
father had often appeared in 
the past during his twenty-three 
years as a solicitor and sical 
trates’ clerk. 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles Banry 
Giffard were a loved and re- 
spected couple, wealthy, proud 
owners of a large house on the 
lofty cliffs at Carylon Bay, 
Porthpean. : 


But. the Cornish folk knew 
Miles Giffard as a “rum and 
wild one.” He had studied, and 
failed, for the law. He had 
dabbled at a few other careers 
and made a hash of them, too. 
Then he had gone to London. 
There, among the phoney Bo- 
hemians of Chelsea, he had 
found his way of life: wild par- 
ties, heavy hangovers, attrac- 
tive women, high-powered cars. 


Broke, young Giffard had 
come home to his parents. For 
a while they kept. him. Then, 
on November 8th, 1952, their 
son repaid their kindness by 
brutal murder... 


For that horrible crime he 
was now standing in the dock 
at Bodmin, waiting for Mr. 
Scott. Henderson to open. the 
ease for the prosecution. 


From the outset there was no 
dispute that Miles Giffard had 
done the killings. But the de- 
fence relied solely on that argu- 
ment that he was insane under 
the long-established McNaghten 
Rules. 


Such a defence promised a 
difficult time for the jury. 
There would be much medical 
evidence that’ would be contr- 
ary; there would be complica- 
ted arguments. 

Yet such a defence was also 
a.calculated gamble on Gif- 
fard’s life. For the jury con- 
sisted of countrymen. And they 
were like lags to bring hard com- 
mon sens€ to bear. when they 
came to analyse the technical 


arguments, They were likely to 
say: “We are not sure what all 
‘this is about. Let’s forget. it.” 
And then a defence of guilty 
but insane would be rejected. 

That was the background 
when Mr. Scott Henderson rose 
to open the Crown cause. He had 
a rare gift of reaching the minds 
and motives of. people 

He had brought to the Bar a 


rare fixture of simple eloquence 
and skilled forensic thought. He

Then, picking up a new sheaf 
of papers from his bulky, rib- 
bon-tied brief, he started to 
read Giffard's confession. 


A confession that contained 
such admissions as “I scrounged 
around. ...I1 had been living 
from hand to mouth .. . I had 
been drinking heavily” And of 
the killings: “I hit them both 
over the head with a piece of 
iron pipe Everything went pec- 
uliar, I got into a panic. There 
was blood everywhere.” And 
then he admitted pushing both 
his parents over the cliffs to 
the rocks far below. 


There..was silence in the 
court after that amazing con- 
fession had been read. 


Eyes looked with revulsion at 
the man in the dock. Even the 
jury could not conceal the hor- 
ror on their faces, 


But that confession was-a bol- 
ater to the defence. For, argued 
Mr. John Maude, leading for 
Giffard, sufely it showed that 
the prisoner was insane? 


Mr. Scott Henderson was 
ready for that. He was able to 
prove that Giffard, who had 
gone to London after the crime, 
had planned the trip days be- 
fore the killing. 

“That,” said. the barrister, 
“throws a. light on the way his 
mind was beginning to work.” 

And he hammered home his 
theme on cold, calculated mur- 
der. 

Then came the medical evi- 
dence. First, a Cornish police 
pathologist. He pooh-poohed the 
suggestion that the injuries in- 
flicted had shown signs of -ma- 
niacal strength. The defence 
did not press him; he was too 
adamant for their liking. 

Next into the witness-box 
went a psychiatrist, Dr. Roy 
Craig. He gave tne defence 
a badly needed bolster, saying 
that Miles Giffard had. a: split 
mind when he committeed the 
crime .and’ did not know what 
he was doing.

How Can I?

Q. How can I drop liquid 
from a bottle without the use of 
a dropper? 


A. Dip the finger in water and 
moisten the rim of the bottle in 
one place.

The Subway 


My first visit to New York 
was under Grandma's cwpable, 


, energetic auspices. Thanks large- 


ly to her, it remains my most 
memorable exposure to the 
eharms of the metropolis, a town 
with which I have long been on 
intimate terms. 


Qur intensive inspection of 


' Gotham—the nickname favored 


by the local paper—was made at 
the invitation of my aunt and 
uncle during a summer vacation. 


Their letter suggesting the so- 


journ. had been delightfully in- 


‘definite: “Stay as long as you 


ean.” I asked Grandma how long 
that meant. 

“Oh,” she replied . casually, 
“maybe a week, maybe two or 
three. Depends on how we like 
it down there... . You may get 
homesick,” she chuckled. 

Well, I couldn't imagine so un- 
usual a situation, and decided 
to base my preparations on the. 
assumption that we might stay 
a very long time—all our lives. 
perhaps. I started a list of things 
to take, giving high priority to 
the items indispensable to a 
boy’s standard of liv. 1g. When I 
showed Grandma the inventory 
she read it carefully and smiled. 

“Ball and glove,” she said 
thoughtfully. “Now I’m not sure 

ou’ll need 'em, Boys in New 

ork don’t have much room ‘to 


play ball, I guess.” 


That was strange. But even 
stranger was Grandma's sugges- 
tion that marbles might not be 
useful equipment, either. After 
all, they had sidewalks in New 
York, didn’t they? Yes, but 
probably .there wasn’t any room 
on them. oh? 

She also firmly ruled out fish- 
ing tackle, assuripg me we'd be 
miles from water and that the 
only fish I'd see would be in the 
Aquarium. When she explained 
I decided it 
pounded even. more interesting 
than my favorite  piscatorial 


haunt, Quinn Creek, although 


perhaps I could not exercise my 
angling skill in so choice a loca- 


on, 

We travelled to New York by 
train. It was my first important 
excursion into the world beyond 
eur Mohawk Valley, and the ex- 
eiting hours it took were the 
longest I had ever experienced. 
Despite the new scenes that filed 
past the car window — Albany, 
the Hudson, and the Catskills, a 
eouple of great bridges, the High- 
lands, the Palisades, West Point 
-~I impatiently awaited my first 
glimpse of the City, Of course - 
we eased into it, and I remember 
being disappointed when I asked 
Grandma how soon we'd be there 
and was told we were there. 
New York, I decided, differed 
little from’ Plougkeepsie or other 
communities en route; there was 
just more of it. 

My aunt and uncle lived in 
the East Bronx, a rather vague 
location, half rural, half metro- 
politan, with residual trees, a 
miscellany of business buildings 
‘and scattered apartment houses 
with the bloom of masonry still 
on their walls, writes John L, 
Cooley in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Our relatives’ residence was a 
five-story mass of brick and 
glass; quite the largest house I 
had ‘ever entered, and the most 
glamorous, too. The hall—I was 
told to call it a lobby—had mar- 
ble pillars, a mosaic floor like 
that in the chancel of St. Mar- 
garet's Episcopal Church at home, 
and marble stairs.

sequent impressions. But let me 
assure you that I recall visiting. 
with my aunt as guide and 
Grandma an eager companion, 
such major attractions as the 
Bronx Park Zoo, the Great White 
Way, the “wax works,” Brook- 
lyn Bridge, the Flatiron Build- 
ing, and those centres of mer- 
cantile grandeur, Fourteenth 
Street and Twenty-third Street. 
Yes, we saw the Aquarium and 
the Statue of/Liberty, too. If we 
skipped places*of more artistic 
interest, the fault-was mine. “ASs) 
*a matter of record, I was offered’ 
a glimpse of New York's old mas- 
ters, but traded the chance for 
a bonus call on the fish. 

But the subway, I think, con- 
tributed our biggest thrill. In 
those days New York's under- 
ground railroad was puny and 
simple compared to the intri- 
cate, mighty network whose 
threads now tie the city together. 
However, it functioned efficient- 
ly, whisking us uptown and down 
with unerring accuracy. 

Buying our five-cent tickets 
from the man in the coop below 
the sidewalk and dropping them 
into the ,;chopper at the gate to 
the track platform, we waited 
expectantly for the ‘train to 
roar in. The stations were fresh 
and new in those days, wearing 
their mosaic names proudly 

Aboard, we usually got seats, 
for people were kind to a grand- 
son and his grandmother. How- 
ever, my escort’s pride often 
stiffened when a well-intentioned 
passenger offed a resting place 
in a crowded car. Several gen- 
erous souls must have been more 
than surprised when. Grandma 
said rather coldly, “No thanks. 
I'm quite able to stand.” And 
stand she did. 

On a very hot day we'd ride 

in thé vestibule of the first car 
to get the breeze and to watch 
the lights and shining rails rush 
at us. Occasionally we got a 
glimpse of the motorman who, 
from a stool in the steel com- 
partment beside us, rationed to 
the motors the electricity carried 
in the dingy but fascinating third 
rail. 
So pPOlicient did we become 
at finding our way arolind the 
city that soon it was unnecessary 
for my aunt to accompany | us. 
This independence, characteristic 
of my grandparent, gave us a 
chance to browse and to revisit 
places of particular interest. 
Thus, in addition to the Aquar- 
jum, I paid- numerous calls at 
Bronx Park and became ac- 
quainted with several keepers. 
Indeed, I once had. the honor of 
feeding the raccoons and the 
coatimundis in- my favorite build- 
‘ing, the small mammal house. 

Grandma’s fondness for sub- 
terranean travel gave the rest 
of us a Scare. She had gone down 
town alone that afternoon, ex- 
plaining she had some presents 
to buy and didn’t need company, 
Suppertime came, but Grandma 
did not.

Changes in seed certification 
procedures have been announced 
by the Canada Department of 
Agriculture. 

Beginning: with this year’s 
crop, department inspectors will 
no longer seed corn and person- 
ally affix a'tag and seal to each 
container. 

Instead, the processor will be 
issued certification tags and will 


be iesponsible for grading and’ 


affixing the tags to containers 
of seed.

Reason: Plant Products Divi- 
sion was unable to cope with the 
increasing demand for seed cer- 
tification without additional staff 
and facilities.

The change was agreed to by 
the Canadian Seed Growers’ As- 
sociation and the Ontario Seed 
Corn Dealers’ Association. It 
affects certification of all hybrid 
and open pollinated seed corn 
from inspected crops.

‘Caught Murder Gang 


One of the strangest cases of 
crime detection on record was 
sparked off by a savage village 
murder in Bengal. A well-to- 
do villager had been stabbed 
and beaten over the head. His 


’ wife claimed that- the killers 
had looted their home, stolen: 


her jewellery, 
her life, too. 


_ Police Superintendent E. C. 
Gouldsbury’s investigations 
were unavailing, for the whole 
village seemed to.be scared into 
silence. : 

But Gculdsbury, a resource- 
ful officer, had enlisted #@ num- 
ber of Indians, as detectives. 
‘One of these, Kali Dass, was a 
low-caste’ Bengali and former 


and threatened 


associate of thieves and dacoits.. 


Skilled at disguising himself, he 
joined gangs, learned their 
plans, helped the police to set 
traps and often secured evidence 
to convict criminals, 

Dass agreed to go and live in 
the village disguised as a fakir, 
a holy man. Gouldsbury would 
withdraw the police and an- 
nounce that the inquiry into the 
murder was closed, to put the 
villagers off their guard. 

One night the old blacksmith 
who offered the poor “holy 
man” temporary lodging told 
him that a deaf-and-dumb mid- 
get was joining them. He'd been 
living in the murdered man’s 
household as a kind of pet be- 
cause the man had been sorry 
for him, but the widow had now 
turned him away. 

“It is a pity he has not the 
use of his tongue,’ said the 
blacksmith, “for he was in the 
house the night of the killing ” 

When the midget arrived next 
day, Dass at once recognized 
him.

He bounded up and 
down, making muffled animal 
Moises in his throat and strange 
motions with his hands. 

Years earlier, Dass has joined 
a troupe of strolling musicians 
and mummers.

They stole towards the 
sleeping husband, one thrust a 
eloth over his mouth, another 
grabbed his arms, then the arm- 
ed couple killed him. After- 
wards, they broke open a chest 
to fool the police with a fake 
robbery. 

When they'd gone, the wife 
hid her jewellery in a hole dug 
in the floor, then ran out of the 
house screaming murder. Scar- 
ed by what he'd seen, realizing 
that he could be in danger, the 
midget slipped back to his own 
room, and was there, feigning 
sleep, when roused by the vil-

lage headman. Later he’d been 
kept in a cell by the police, 
whom he feared because he 
couldn't communicate with 
them. When he was released 


the widow would not have him 
back. 


Dass promptly reported to his 
chief. The widow and the four 
brothers were arrested and the 
widow confessed.

his foul scheme. When the four 
arrived in Buffalo, he announc- 
ed that he was leaving with 
Benwell for a few days to trans- 
act some private business and 
asked Pelly to look after: Mrs. 
Birchall. 

He returned alone, explain- 
ing that Benwell, impatient to 
get to the farm, had gone there, 
and they would join him, Mean- 
while,.ke would like to see Nia- 
gara by moonlight. Pelly could 
come, too, 

Pelly- was ,frankly nervous, 
scrambling along perilous 
ledges by the’ Falls. As he ap- 
proached the edge of the chasm, 
Birchall, taunting him, came up 
close behind. At that moment, 
a stranger appeared along the 
ledge Pelly caught a 
strange, frightening ‘lowk on 
Birchali’s face. 

He quickly recovered himself, 
they retraced their steps, and 
on the way back had to cross a 
narrow bridge over a_ torrent.

Birchal) appeared to slip, stum- 
bled sideways. into Pelly, and 
threw him off balance. 

“I still don’t know how I stop- 
ped myself from going over,” 
he later told Supt.

away from the Buffalo hotel. 
There he read that a man’s 
body had been found at Blen- 
heim Swamp, near Princeton, 
Ontario. Ha had been’ shot 
twice through the back of the 
head, left with nothing that 
could establish his identify. 
Pelly thereupon decided to con- 
tact Supt. Murray, who had 
taken charge of the case. 

It was eventually proved that 
Birchall -had taken Benwell 
there on the pretext of showing 
him the farm and murdered 
him. He knew the district, hav- 
ing once visited it while posing 
as “Lord Somerset,” and had 
planned to kill two men for a 
paltry £1,000, less the expenses 
of the trip!

What Makes Drugs So Expensive?

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
The price you'll pay in the 
future for ethical drugs — 
those life-saving, expensive po- 
tions your doctor prescribes— 
will be at stake at a govern- 
ment hearing next month. 

Beginning Oct. 1, the U.S. 
Federal Trade Commission will 
have been listening to. six 
ethical drug producers answer 
the commission’s - charges that 
they fixed the price of certain 
antibiotics, 

Also at stake, is the whole 
marketing and promotion 
structure of a two-billion-dol- 
Jar, vital industry... And if the 
industry talks, it. will be a wel- 
come sound to many doctors, 
druggists and consumers whose 
pressure and anger has not 
been strong enough .to break 
the silence barrier. 

A reporter wandering among 
the drug makers with the ques- 
tion “why” is in for a difficult 
time. The industry would pre- 
fer not to talk about: 

Why five firms sell precisely 
the same antibiotic under five 
different trade. names. 


Why the same _ situation 
exists among six firms and six 
identical. steroids — com- 


pounds used to treat allergies, 
arthritis, etc. 

Exactly how much does it 
cost/ to promote each trade 
nafne. How much to get a h- 
cense to make or sell a drug 


another company has dis- 
covered, 

Who pays this promotion 
cost. 


And why competitive drugs 
seem to cost exactly the same 
in any one drug store. 

How sensitive the industry 
is on these matters comes 
through sharpest in the un- 
consciously ironical words of 
an antibiotic company spokes- 
man: 

“Look here. We're not in 
business for our health.” 

Another, calmer. executive, 
commenting on one drug .com- 
pany’s $100,000 expenditure for 
a pharmaceutical display at a 
medical association. meeting, 
put it this way: 

“Nobody criticizes General 
Motors for its spectacular tra- 
velling: motorama show. So 
why should we be the object 
ef public concern?” 

There are plenty of answers 
to his question. But even the 
industry's 


severest critics ad« 


mit the ‘drug companies have 
made vital -contributions to 
mankind's knowledve, . health 
gid life span through researc’ 


and money grants, 

“True,” a doctor agreed, 
“but of all the marvels of mo- 
dern pharmaceutical science, 
one of the greatest is the abil- 
ity to devise trade names.” 

What magic; ‘what wonder, 
.what power lie In names like 
Achromycin, Tetracin, ‘Tetrex, 
Panmycin, Steclin. 

*And what competition. For 
firm said. “We want to keep 
eur name before the doctors, so 
we want a complete line of 
pharmaceuticals.” 

It is the company-name selling 
that leads to trade-name com- 
petition. Consequently, the dis- 
coverer of a drug may not lead 
the sales. ’

Treatment Safe? 


The surgeon snapped his fin- 
gers at the man on the operating 
table. The man's eyes closed. 
Straight away the surgeon went 
to work to remove the patient's 
appendix. No anaesthetics 
been* administed—yet the opera- 
tion was completely painless 

For 24-year-old Don Cunning- 
ham, the man on the operating 
table in the Dayies County Hos- 
pital at Washington, Indiana, 
had been hypnotized: By snap- 
ping. his fingers the surgeon had 


’ Enduced a trance. 


Cunningham was .on_ the 
operating table thirty-five min- 
utes, while another doctor. stoad 
by ready to apply anaesthetics 
if the hypnosis failed. But it 
didn’t fail. 

When the

closed the Surgeon snapped his - 


fingers twice — and Don Cun- 
ningham emerged from his 
trance. “I was conscious Of -a 
dull feéling in the area, but 1 
felt no pain,” he said later “I 
kept my eyes closed during the 
operation, but I guess I could 
have watched.” 


’ This case, reported not :ong 
ago, is by no means an isolated 
-instance of hypnosis being used 
successfully in modern surgery. 

It- is also used to a consider- 
able extent as a suostitute for 
childbirth” and 
dentistry, and in the treatment 
of a wide varicty of ailments, 
including duodenal] ulcers, blood 
pressure, asthma, migraine, and 
skin diseases, 

Responsible medical opinion 
has claimed it to be of, great 
value, too, in the treatment of 
alcoholism, exc ssive smoking, 
stammering, blushing, insomnia, 
seasickness and many other 
things, including stage fright! 

This does not mean that hyp- 
notism can miraculously cure all 
types of patients. The success of 
the treatment depends on the 
patient’s suitability for it. A 
great degree of co-operation is 
needed between hypnotist and 
patient: for this reason it would 
be very difficult to hypnotize a 
hysterical person, and impossible 
- to succeed. with an imbecile or 
someone mentally deranged. 

Not long age a Surrey mother 
revealed how her daughter had 
been completely cured of asthma 
through hypnotism. 

She had developed this frus- 
trating disease at the age of 
three, and any excitement, ten- 
sion or worry would prostrate 
her for weeks at a time. 

For five years the parents 
fought a losing battle, the only 
advice they obtained from the 
various doctors they visited be- 
ing to keep her off certain foods, 
and put her to bed after attacks. 

One day, however, the father 
read of a case similar to their 


daughter’s, which had been 
cured by hypnotism. 
“We immediately contacted 


‘the doctor and that was. the 
turning point for Jennifer,” said 
the mother. “For the past two 
years she has attended = once 
every three .months for hyp- 
nosis treatment and she is now 
completely cured.” 

In ‘his book, “Hypnosis and 
the Power Within,” Dr. S. J. Van 
Pelt, President of the British So- 
ciety of Medical Hypnotists, says 
itis agreed among ‘medical men, 
that emotion or nervous shock 
may bring on an asthma attack. 
Yet hypnosis, which he claims is 
the most effective treatment in 
all nervous complaints, has been 
virtually ignored by orthodox 
medical opinion. 

In the (British Medical Jour- 
nal’ recently, Dr. Richard Asher 
of the Central Middlesex Hoxpi- 
tal, told the strange story of the 
boy of thirteen and the gir! of 
fen who grew heir on their bald 
heads after hypnosis. 

The boy, who had been bald 
for seven vears was given fifteen 
weckly hypnotic treatments and 
hair then began to grow scantily.

had twelve treatments and her 
hair continued to grow without 
further hypnosis 

If hynotism is so valuable in 
medicine why hasn't it been 
used to’a far greater extent? 
Probably the main reason is that 
much distrust has been created 
in the public mind by the acti- 
vities of stage hypnotists and by 
sensational novels, plays and 
films about “sinister Svengalis.” 

This distrust as also existed 
in the medical) profession for 
many~years. And yet Franz /An; 


“ton Mesmer, the man who first

used hypnotism. scientifically, 
had people flocking to his clinics 
in Paris and Vienna in the 1700s. 


Mesmer, who was born in 
1734, near Lake Constance in 
Germany, was regarded as a 


charlatan by jealous doctors, but 
he was well-respected as a gen- 
eral practitioner before he turn- 
ed to hypnotism 

He believed that a’ strange 
“magnetic fluid” came from the 
stars and filled the whole uni- 
verse. When people. became ill 
it was because the balance of 
this fluid in their bodies had 
been disturbed. He discovered 
that by. making passes’ with his 
hands he could cause some of his 
patients to go into convulsions, 
as a result of which’they appear- 
ed to be cured of their ailments. 

A spectacular success came his 
way when Maria Theresa Para- 
dis, a blind girl who was a bril- 
liant pianist, recovered her sight 
after undergoing his treatment. 

But before the cure was com- 
plete the child’s parents were 
persuaded by other doctors to 
take the girl away. She did not 
want to leave Mesmer and there 
was an angry scene in which 
she was struck across the face 


ty ‘her mother, causing the 
blindness to return. 
Mesmer died in obscurity 


after he had been discredited by 
his rivals im the medical profes- 
sion. ‘ 

Dr. Van Pelt has claimed that 
it may be possible for a person 
cf average ability to develop 
positivlienius under the influ- 
ence of hypnosis. He queter the 
case. of the Russian composer, 
Rachmaninov, who in 1900 was 
eured of alcoholism under nyp- 
nosis. : 

Disappointed in love and de- 
pressed at the failure of his first 
eoncerto, Rachmaninov had tak- 
en to drink.. : 

Then he was persuaded to see 
a psychiatrist, Dr. Nicolay Dahl. 
Every day for four months the 
composer visited Dr. Dahl and 
sat in an armchair, half asleep, 
‘while the psychiatrist repeated 
these phrases: “ You will begin 
to write your concerto... You 
will work with great facility... 
The concerto will be excellent.” 

. There is little doubt that this 
treatmeft restored Rachmanin- 
ov'’s confidence, with the result 
that his second concerto was a 
triumphant success. He _ also 
stopped drinking and for the rest 
of his life seldom touched alco- 
hol, 

The claims of hypnotism are 
being made more and more, in 
the newspapers, on the radio 
and on TY. It was said not ‘ong 
ego that the Russion ski jumpers 
and other athletes competed 
while hypnotized. A team of 
Russian research workers is said 
to be engaged on the study of 
hypnotism as applied to sports, 
in preparation for the 1960 Oly- 
pic Games.

Raisins may be left 
whole or cut into quarters, as 
desired. Combine lemon, raisins 
and remaining ingredients with 
tomatoes in kettle. Bring to a 
boil, stifrimg until sugar is dis- 
solved, Cook over medium heat, 
stirring frequently to prevent 
sticking, until relish thickens. 
About 2 hours depending on 
moisture content of tomatoes. 
Ladle into hot, sterile jars and 
eap at once. Label and store in 
cool dark place.

PICKLED CRAB APPLES 

8 pounds crab apples 
2 cups cider vinegar 
8 cups sugar 
2 eups liquid from crab apples 
2 sticks cinnamon 
1 tablespoon whole cloves

Wash crab apples and remove 
blossoms ends but do not peel or 
remove stems.

“How. To Pack 
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China OF Glass 


Are you one of the 44,000,000 
Canadians and Americans who 
will move to a new home —.far 
or near — this year? 


If so, here are some tips from 
the Lenox China Service ‘ Bu- 
reau on how to get your china 
and glassware there safely. The 
secret is careful packing, if you 
are doing this yourself. 

First, obtain a sturdy con- 
tainer, perhaps a wooden or 
fiber barrel. Be sure the barrel 


is clean because some chemicals — 


which are stored in barrels cause 
kcid fumes which could damage 
your china’s glaze. Then, plenty 
of newspaper, or, if your china 
is to be stored for any length 
of time, clean white tissue 
paper. Stack the sheets opened 
on table conveniently high. 


Put four wads of bunched 
newspaper in the bottom of the 
barrel, Wrap each piece of china 
separately, with no edges ex- 
posed. Place platters, service 
plates, and the like on edge: in 
the bottom of the barrel with 
an inch or two of paper between 
them and the edge of the barrel. 

Next take dinner plates, salad 


plates, and place them on edge 
to complete the layer. Put an 
inch or so of bunched paper on 
top. 

The next layer should be the 
amalicr flat pi such as 
saucers and butter plates, each 
well wrapped, and placed on 
edge with paper betwefn them 
and the edge of the barrel. Cups 
and other odd-shaped pieces go 
in the next layer

They were practically con 

demned long before they. entered 
the dock. Convicted in the inns 
clubs and drawing-rooms of. 2 
shocking murder in a dark street 
at midnight. 
, The victim was shipping clerk 
Percy Thompson. The killer was 
wavy-haired Frederick Bywa- 
ters, the secret lover of Thomr- 
gon’s attractive wife, Edith. The 
couple were jointly charged wits 
the murder. 

It was the most sensationa, 
erime since Crippen killed his 
wife and fled across the Atlan- 
tic. And after the police court 
hearing opinion swung heavily 
against’ twenty ~ eight - year - old 
Edith Thompson. For a series of 
letters between her and By- 
waters clearly suggested she had 


egged him on to commit mur-. 


der. 
They called her an enchan- 
tréss ...a siren... a wanton. 


But when she stood in the 
docks at the Old Bailey with 
Bywaters in December, 1922, sho 


was a pale, haggard-faced wom- - 


an, dwarfed by the heavy fur 
coat which was then the fashion. 

Defending her was the most 
famous barrister of the day, Sir 
Henry Curtis-Bennett, a veteran 
o: forty-eight murder trials. A 
powerful pleader, a dangerous 
opponent. 

.Bywaters’ counsel was Mr. 
Cecil Whiteley, also highly: ex- 
perienced. In manner and ap- 
pearance he was not unlike 1 
famous barrister of today — 
_ Geoffrey Lawrence. 


Trying the case was Sir Mon- 
tague Shearman. A tew months 
earlier he had passed the death 
sentence on Irish gunmen who 
had assassinated a senior Army 
cfficer in broad daylight. ; 

Outside the Old Bailey, hun- 
dreds of people »were turned 
‘away. Some had queued for 
‘twelve hours to get a seat. 

There were fireworks from the 

~start. Defence counsel applied 

for separate trials. In a cold 
woice the Solicitor-General, Mr. 
‘Thomas Inskip — a West coun- 
tryman known as “Honest Tom” 
— opposed the request. The 
judge upheld him, 

The first vital round jn the 
battle for the lives of the ac- 
éused had gone against them. 

The prosecution relied on ex- 
tracts from letters to 

e their ease. They had been 


e letters but now they as- 
sumed sinister proportions. They 
ghowed, argued the prosecution, 
that the couple had carefully 
planned the murder. 


The defence had tried hard to

Federick Bywaters walked 
slowly from’ the dock to the 
witness-box to give his version 
of the killing. He did not look 
like the callous, stoney-hearted 
killer the prosecution had paint- 
ed him. He looked a weak-willed 
youth Caght up in the web of 
passion. seas: 

The defence of both the ac- 
cused depended on what he 
would say about the letters. For 
himself, he knew there was lit- 
tle hope of acquittal. His de- 
fence of being attacked first by 
Percy Thompson was an obvious 
lie. . : 

But Bywaters held the life of 

Edith Thompson in his hands. 
Just as he had held her in his 
arms for months before the mur- 
eae : 
The couple met in high sum- 
mer of 1921 at the Isle of Wight. 
Edith had been married six years 
to the somewhat dull Thompson 
when Bywaters, with his good 
manners, shy smile and engag- 
ing way, came into her life. Mr. 
Thompson invited him to come 
as a paying guest to their home 
at Ilford, Essex. 

Soon Edith and Frederick were 
going everywhere together; soon 
they were deeply in love — until 
a row between Mr. Thompson 
and Bywaters separated the 
levers for a while. 


Then came the letters, the 
fatal correspondence which the 
prosecution were to spotlight. 
Among the words of love were 
the seeds of murder, the jury 
were told. 

Those letters were read and 
re-read at the trial. 

As Bywaters entered the wit- 


ness-box everybody wondered 
how he would explain them 
away... if he could. But no- 


body knew that: Bywaters had 
ready made up his mind on what 
to say. Nobody knew that he 
had disregarded the advice of 
his counsel, that he would, in 
effect, conduct his own defence 

. . and he hoped the defence 
of Edith, Thompson.

Question — and 
answer, And many times the, 
enswers. were damned by the 
evidence in the love letters. 


And then Bywater’s plan be- 
came clear. He was going to lie

plicated in the crime. Yet almost 
every letter showed she was! 


There was nothing defence 
eounsel could do, for the pro- 
secution conducted the, examina- 
tion with complete fairness and 
complete ruthlessness. 

As the cross-examination went 
on it became clear what the 
jury thought. 

Bywaters — brave and stupid 
and chivalrous by his own stan- 
dards — had only made matters 
worse, with his lies. 

For all the facts pointed 
against him. And so did the love 
letters which Edith Thompson 
had written to him, Yet it would 
have \been easy — and more 
credible — for him to have told 
the court that the damaginz

the dreams: of the woman he 
loved. 

Already the court had heard 
evidence, called by the defence, 
that she was a woman of ima- 
gination, given to day-dreaming. 
Why did not Bywaters pursue 
that line, as his counsel wanted 
him to? 

Bywaters took his secret with 
him to the gallows. Could it 
have been conceit that made 
him fight his own case? Could 
it have been that he was blind- 
ed by love? 

No one can say. For Mrs. 
Thompson was also executed at 
the sathe time as Frederick By- 
waters stood on the gallows.

It is a pity that those who had 
doubts about it at that time 
ean’t see Hong Kong now. It is 
without question the loveliest 
place I have ever visited. The 
houses and trading offices, some 
of them in the style of some- 
what modified skyscrapers, rise 
in tiers to the top of the peak, 
and the view from all parts is 
truly magnificent. 

It was soon obvious that the 
island wasn’t large enough for 
the rapidly developing trade, and 
by 1860 a part of the mainland 
was ceded to us by China. This 
is part and parcel of the colony 
and is completely British. 

But before long we outgrew 
this, too, and we began to nego- 
tiate for still more land. The 
Chinese &greed to lease this, not 
well it. 

This third section of the col- 
ony is the largest’ part of it — 
356 square miles in all. In depth, 
it stretches as far as from Lon- 
don to Tunbridge Wells. 

They say in Hong Kong that 
it is “bursting at the seams.” The 
population, only 750,000 a few 
years ago, is now close on three 
millions. Slowly, this tremen- 
dous growth is being absorbed 
by the new industries that are 
rising almost daily in these new 


Vast numbers of new flats have 
been built on the mainland sec- 


-tion of Hong Kong. They’re fine, 


handsome blocks, but they soon 
become slums, because the Chi- 
nese live many to a room and 


not even in China, where every- 
thing appears to be orderly and 
clean. But here the streets are 


What a blot all this has 
brought to one of the most love- 
ly settings in the world! But 
every effort is being made to 
clean it all up, and I. have no 
doubt that in time it will be very 
different. 

The squalor, however, is con- 
fined to the mainland. The island 
itself is spick and span with 
tidiness.

Rockets Probe 
Sun’s Eclipse 


Astronomers all over America 
are. excited at the prospect of 
giving man on October 12th his 
first “lock” at a total eclipse of 
the sun from outside the atmos- 
phere. 

A ship bristling with rockets 
is being sent to.the South Pa- 
cifle as part of this unique ex- 
periment. Scientists explain that 
a ship is being used because the 
zone in which the sun will be 
totally obscured crosses no large 
land areas.

“One of us” Link Willams 
had said, “will go out feet first.” 


The two men met face to face 
under a hot sun cn a dusty road 
in eastern Oregon's Fox Valley, 
a cattle land of stunted juniper 
and ‘sagebrush with the Blue 
Mountains above it. 
liams, a tall, lean 47, carried a 
rife and two six-shooters. The 
other man was his. brother-in- 
law, Bobby Sproul, a short, rug- 
ged 44 Sproul carried a rifle tro, 
and a Luger. It was 9 o'clock in 
the morning—otherwise the grim 
scene could have come straight 
out of “High? Noon.” 

Behind that morning’s meet- 
ing lay a family feud that had 
smolde red for about fifteen years. 
Williams and Sproul had uac- 
quired their adjoining ranches 
from Link’s father. Link’s 3,000 
acres were somewhat smaller 
than Bobby's acreage and par- 
tially surrounded by it. Link re- 
sented that. Link, a bachelor,

Bobby. married to Link's sister, 
had not.

And that 
was when he added: “One of us 
will go out feet first.” 

One did. 


On Saturday morning, June 
21, Link was waiting at the bar- 
ricade. With him was a brother, 
Dolly Williams, who had come 
along hoping to smooth things 
over. Dolly looked at Link’s 
rifle and at the two pistols tucked 
into his belt. What, he asked, 
was Link going to do? “When 
Bobby Sproul comes through 
that Bate,” said Link, “I’ll show 
you.” 

‘Bobby Sproul drove up in his 
car\from his own side. He got 
out with the Luger in a holster 
dangling around his neck. The 
holster was cut away at both 
ends so he could shoot without 
drawing. When he saw Link's 
rifle pointed at him, he reached 
back into the car and brought 
out a rifle of his own. Then he 
walked through the gate. 

Link kept his rifle raised as 
Bobby walked steadily toward 
him. Bobby's rifle was lowered. 
As the’ two men drew close to- 
gether, Dolly Williams endeav- 
ored to get them into conversa- 
tion. The conversation was short. 
Bobby said he was going to clear 
the road. “If, you do,” said Link, 
*“l'll kill you.” He moved toward 


obby, rifle levelled. Bobby 
slowly backed away. 
What happened next never 


did become completely clear. 
Bobby claimed afterward that 
he saw “a wild animal logk” in 
Link's face and felt something. 
Whatever, Bobby ducked  side- 
ways, dropped his rifle, and 
started firing the Luger at his 
brother-in-law. Eight bullets 
went into Link’s body. One 
knocked the rifle from Link's 
hand. But he didn’t fall imme- 
diately. He tried to reach dawn 
for one of his pistols that had 
dropped into the dust. Bobby 
kicked it into the weeds, Link 
pitched forward, dead. 


Bobby Sproul was put on trial 
for first-degree murder, last 
month, in the marble-trimmed 
Grant County Courthouse, one 
of the few modern buildings in 


Link. Wii- 
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the onetime gold+rush boom 
town of Canyon City. Bobby 
claimed self-defense, that he 
fired only after being fired at. 


The state claimed that it had 
been a duel, that self-defense 
was not involved. During the 


triai evidence was brought out 
that showed one shot had been 
fired from Link's rifle, but 
whether he ‘shot first, no one 
could tell. The jury deliberated 
for less than “two hours Its 
unanimous first-ballot verdict: 
Not guilty. 

The fist to ‘rush to Sproul’s 
arms was his wife. Violet, the 
sister of the man he had killed. 
Other sisters followed with their 
embraces. Even Dolly Williams, 
who had testified for the state, 
threw an arm around Sproul’s 
shoulders and remarked to Vio- 
let: “You got hobbles on him, so 
he can’t kick up his heels?” 


After that, Bobby Sproul was 
back on his ranch with “a lot 
of chores to do” after three 
months in jail. On the Williams 
“property, the stone barricade 


still stood. Sprou) had no im- ~~ 


mediate plans for its removal— 
he would have a new owner te 
deal with. The ranch on which 
Link Williams had led nis lonely, 


embittered life, and where he. 


met his death, is up for auction 
next month.

The police became interested 
in those new clothes and called 
on every shop in Worthing that 
sold ciothing until they found 
the one which had served the 
two suspects, ~ 


On the evening of November 
14th, they were told, Probert 
and Parker had called at the 
shop and had bought new suits 
and shirts. While the two were 
in the shop, Probert told Parker 
that a button was missing from 
his overcoat: The shop assistant 
said the establishment had 
plenty of similar buttons in 
stock, and very helpfully sewed 
on one. 

The police remembered the 
button that had been found 
among the farthings in Bed- 
ford’s shop. Not only was it ex- 
actly similar -to the buttons on 
the overcoat, but presumably 
old Joe Bedford had wrenched 
it off in the struggle, because a 
particle of the overcoat material 
had come away with it. 

Now the pieces of the jigsaw 
fitted in faster and faster; the 
bloodstains on the jacket and 
trousers were tested and they 
were found to belong to the 
same blood group as Joseph’s 
Bedford’s. 

So the police had assembled, 
in addition to the clue of the 
missing button, the following 
items of damning evidence 

(1) Accused identified as hav- 
ing been seen close to the. vicin- 
ity of the shop were Bédford 
was attacked. 

(2) Accused were penniless 
before the murder, but.the day 
after bought new clothes in 
Worthing. | 

(3) They took 15s-a-week 
lodgings in Worthing and gave 
false names. 

(4) When questioned by the 
police they also gave _ false 
names. 

(5) Farthings were scattered 
about Bedford’s shop; farthings 
found in the possession of the 
accused. 

(6) Bloodstains on clothing 
belonged to Bedford's blood 
group. 

Meanwhile, Frederick Parker 
was still talkative. His story 
was that they had tried to sell 
am old vacuum-cleaner in Port- 
slade. Somebody had said that 
Joe Bedford might buy it. He 
and Probert had gone to the 


Fhop. 


They had held up Bedford 
with the unloaded gun, and Pro- 
bert had knocked the old man 
out. They had taken about £6 
from the till, but they thought 
the old man would have had 
more money. Until they were 
arrested, they did not know that 
\Bedford was dead. 

And what did counsel for the 
defence have to say to all this? 

Counsel suggested that Joe 
Bedford might have fallen and 
fractured his skull when P.C. 
Peters shone his torch through

worth Prison on the morning of 
May 4th, 1934.
